If so, this ma y ca use 
ma nufa cturers to reduce their em­ 
ploy ees a nd hence ca use some un­ 
employ ment. 
But it is a mista ke 
to get frightened a bout this now.

During Past W e ek s

m aking pottery.

four kinds of potterv : Pinch pots, 
coil pots, slab pots and core pots. 


M ethods of decoration used are 
modeling, carving, glazing and in­ 
cising designs. 
T h ey are fired in 
a kiln, beginning at a low’ tem per­ 
ature and gradually raising it until 
it reaches 1900 degrees fahrenheif 


The kiln is then turned off and 
cooled for* 24 hours. 
The pieces 
of pottery are remov ed and glazed, 
then fin d again in the same m an­ 
ner. 
W h en removed the glaze is 
a glass-like substance. 
Colors of 


the glaze used are yellow, light 
green, dark green, blue gray, tur-
